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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-20 are allowed in view of the prior art. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a method of measuring head-media spacing modulation, the method 
comprising the determination of a disk mode frequency for a disk, and determining the spacing 
modulation with surface distortion due to the removal of the disk modes, in combination with the 
rest of the limitations of the above claim. 

As to claim 10, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious an arrangement for topographically characterizing a surface of a hard 
disk, the arrangement comprising a measurement device performing time-domain measurement 
of circumferential surface topography of a disk, and a processor that removes disk modes from 
the topographic measurement, in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above claims. 

As to claim 19, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious a surface topography characterization arrangement for a disk, the 
arrangement comprising a surface topography measurement device that produces a topographical 
characterization of a disk surface, and means for removing disk modes from the characterization, 
in combination with the rest of the limitations of the above claims.
